INTERCOASTAL TRADE 

Indications in the interceoasta!l 
trade are that the great volume of 
business now moving will con- 
tinue on « large scale despite the 
new rates which became effective 
August 1. 

Most of the steel products mov- 


ling to the Pacific Coast are tank 
| plates, shapes, structural steel for 


tank bases and for bulldings. 
Piumbing supplies, hardware and 
canned goods are offering for ship- 
ment in a large volume, but not se 


the skeptical attifude taken by 
shippers and recently, 
when the new rates then under re- 
visement were-+unknown. There- 
fore many hundreds of tons of 
these supplies were ordered imme- 
diate shipment for stock. 

Eastbound freight traffic is not 
so good as the condition prevail- 
ing at this period last year, ac- 
cording to a report emanating in 
Philadelphia. Last year the great- 
est movement of canned goods ever 
experienced by the intercoastal 
lines was handied. A considerable 
part of last year’s pack is still in 
eastern warehouses, and on the 
shelves of stores. 

Reports, however. indicate that 
the Pacific Coast pack of canned 
goods this year will be greater than 
in 1922, and that the lines next 
winter probably will carry the 
freightse which have now 


tracted for and bound east to the 
various Atlantic Coast ports. 


Total Riverside bank clearings 
for the half year are $18,785.130.69., 
an average of more than 11.000,00 
a month.

That was the speed limit im- 
posed on “any bicycle, tricycle, 
velocipede, or other riding ma- 
chine within the corporate lUmits 
of Los Angeles.” according to an 
ordinance passed on August 3 of 


“when riding on any street having 
but two-wheel tracks or well- 
beaten paths.” 

The same ordinance also limited 
to six miles an hour the rate of 
speed of “any horse or horses or 
other animal or animals through 
the downtown district.” 

In 1902 the eight-mile speed 
clause was amended to include the 
words, “or horseless vehicle,” an 
automobile or two no doubt hav- 
ing appeared. 

Long before this, however, con- 
gested traffic conditions had been 
worrying the city officials. or- 
dinance passed in 1886 establishes 
traffic officers and empowers them 
with their conventional authority, 
makes it unlawful to “immoder- 
ately ride or drive any horse,” 
and prohibits galloping, running 


or racing within the corporate 
limits. 
A nine-mile speec limit was 


placed on horses in 1889. 
Another ordinance of 1889 
makes it a misdemeanor to leave 


unattended on any public street, 
or any lot, place, plaza or square 
opening.” within the city limits, 
and specifies that weights of ff- 
teen pounds or more must be 
used.

Now ts the time 
to put up jams, jellies, butters 
made of fruit, marmalades, pre- 
serves, epiced frulis, and con- 
serves for the winter. The house- 
wife who has a supply of home- 
packed fruits ie never without the 
material for an unlimited number 
of desserts. Jams, jellies, fruit 
butters, and conserves are always 
ni demand for the children's 
luncheons and the tea table, pre- 
serves, marmalades, and spiced 
fruits can be used three times a 
day and if one hag a variety they 
never fall to please all of the fam- 
ily. A number ef our readers have 
requested that we give directions 
for the making of fruit butters, 
and the preparation of conserves; 
if the following recipes are not 
sufficient we will be giad to furnish 
others. 

PEACH BUTTER 

Cover ten pounds of peeled and 

ed peaches with five pounds of 
suger and tet stand over night.
